They 
have differed sharply during the 
last year and a half on major issues, 
beginning with the sit-down strikes, 
when the Vice-President insisted 
Roosevelt must take some action. 

Garner Emphatic on Issue. 

The outspoken Texan who leads 
in national polls as the candidate 
for the Democratic nomination for 
President in 1940 was particularly 
outspoken today, it was under- 
stood. In emphatic language he was 
Said to have told the President that 
there was no use “kidding our- 
selves” on the economy issue. 

Recently there have been fre- 
quent newspaper stories of an im- 
pending break which wo¢ld bring 
the controversy into the open. Gar-. 
her has never denied such reports. 

It is not known whether Garner 
and Roosevelt debated the Presi- 
dent's expected request for $150,-

NEW YORK, March 13.—The 
Works Progress Administration is 
constructing a $250,000 building at 
the New York World’s Fair, where 
many activities and projects of re- 


lief workers will be ptaced on exhi- 
bition. 

The theme of this project is 
“Work, the American Way Out of 
Unemployment,” and the plan is for 
it to be both informative and en- 
tertaining. The Federal Theater 
groups will give a series of 40-min- 
ute plays daily in the auditorium 
free of charge; the music project 
will have charge of concerts and 
band music in the court, and vari- 
ous other units will take an active 
part. 

Exhibits, demonstrating the ac- 
complishments of WPA workers, 
were being assembled from all 
parts of the country. These will 
include groups of workers making 
puppets, repairing toys, doing re- 
search work, sewing and painting. 
The purpose of these exhibits is to 
show the public how WPA units 
actually operate. 

Another phase of the exhibition 
will be diagrams and models of out- 
standing WPA projects. 

The auditorium will seat 299 per- 
sons, and it will be equipped with 
a revolving stage and equipment 
for the showing of motion pictures. 
Sixteen murals by WPA artists will 
be on the walls.

WOMAN'S EXPOSITION 
DENIED OWN MUSIC 


{2-Piece Orchestra or Nothing, 
Union Orders; Former Opera 
Star Sings Anyway. 


The Woman’s Exposition which 


has been in progress at the Coli- 
seum since last Wednesday has 
been virtually without any music, 
Mrs. Margaret R. Brooks, manager 
of the exposition, told the Post-Dis- 
patch today, because the musicians” 
union refused to al'ow any perform- 
ers to play unless the exposition 
hired a 12-piece orchestra for the 
duration of the exposition. 

The cost of hiring such an or- 
chestra, from $1000 to $1200, would 
have been prohibitive, Mrs. Brooks 
said. Offers to hire as many union 
musicians as could be afforded 
were turned down by Sam Meyers, 
president of the union, she said. 

The only music, other than pho- 
nograph records, heard at the ex- 
position to date, was the singing 
last night of Elda Vettori, former 
Metropolitan Opera soprano. “This 
was in defiance of a union order,” 
Mrs. Brooks said, “but we did it 
anyway’ Miss Vettori had her own 
accompanist. 

The International Ladies’ Gar- 
ment Workers’ Union had offered 
to present a ballet, Mrs. Brooks 
said, with music by two union pia- 
nists. The ballet had to be called 
off because the musicians’ union 
decreed a 12-piece orchestra or 
nothing at all. 

“We have received co-operation 
from all other union groups,” Mrs. 
Brooks said, “and the exposition is 
strictly a union show. But the ex- 
position has been heckled and han- 
dicapped all the way through by 
the musicians’ union.” 

A program by the Catholic 
Knights of America scheduled for 
tonight will have to eliminate the 
playing of a drum and bugle corps, 
Mrs. Brooks said, because the union 
ruled against it. The union also re- 
fused to permit a group of chil- 
dren to give an accordion concert, 
she added. 

“I protested to Mr. Meyers sev- 
eral times,” Mrs. Brooks said, “as 
did several of the organizations 
taking part in the exposition. But 
all he said was, ‘We’ve hung to- 
gether for 65 years and we'll con- 
tinue to hang together.’ 

“It seems to me he’s been hang- 
ing long enough to be taken down.”

The blaze, discovered by a dairy- 
man at 5 o’clock, mounted quickly 
from the library, where it began, 
through the impressive four-story 
square tower above the room and 
moved more slowly through the re- 
maining two-story section. 

The old residence, Schock’s coun- 
try home, was occupied only by a 
caretaker last night, the owner, his 
wife and some week-end guests 
having returned to St. Louis early 
in the evening. Shock returned 
hurriedly when notified of the fire. 

The caretaker said he had made 
his final inspection of the place 
shortly after 10 o’clock. Schock ex- 
pressed the opinion a short circuit 
caused the fire. 

Silver service and the dining- 
room furniture were saved, carried 
out before the flames reached the 
part of the house farthest from the 
library. 

The place was known also as Sel- 
ma but rivermen, for whom it was 
a landmark on its 200-foot hill, 
called it Kennett’s Castle after the 
builder, Ferdinand Kennett, and 
the name clung. 


Built in Early 1850s. 


The construction began early in 

the ’50s and was completed in 
1861. The stone for the walls was 
limestone quarried nearby, the 
heavy labor that of Kennett’s 
slaves, but finely-wrought iron for 
the many balustrades and other or- 
naments were imported from Eu- 
rope. Some craftsmen came from 
the East to put finishing touches 
to the work. 
. For Kennett, a retired Mississippi 
River steamboat operator, the place 
was the center of a 2700-acre es- 
tate.

In 1856, while the residence was 
still in construction, it served as 
a meeting place for the seconds of 
B. Gratz Brown and Thomas C. 
Reynolds, St. Louisans who fought 
a duel over the slavery question 
on an island in front of the place. 
Kennett was a friend of Reynolds, 
a slavery advocate. Brown, iater 
Governor of Missouri, was wound- 
ed in the exchange of shots. 

In recent years the building was 
remodeled and the surrounding 
grounds extensively improved. The 
estate now has about 5000 acres. 

The Schocks’ elaborate gardens 
were visited by members of the 
Garden Club of America when that 
organization met here two years 
ago.

MASSACHUSETTS 
WINS E.1.R. GREEN 
ESTATE TAX FIGHT 


U. S. Supreme Court De- 
cision by Justice Stone 


Says Millionaire’s Domi- 


cile Was in Bal Sttate. 


DISSENT BY BLACK

Newest Member of Tribu- 
nal Declares Case Should 
Have Been Dismissed 
Without Ruling on Merits.

WASHINGTON, March 13.—Mas- 
sachusetts won today in the Su- 
preme Court in its contest with 
three other States over the right 
to collect an inheritance tax from 
the $36,137,335 estate left by Col. 
Edward H. R. Green, son of the 
famous Hetty Green. 

The court decided that Massa- 


chusetts was the legal domicile of 
Green when he died in 1936. The 
decision was given on a State of 
Texas petition that the court deter- 
mine Green’s legal domicile. 
Massachusetts claims $4,947,008 of 
ithe estate, Texas $4,685,057, New 


| York $5,910,301, and Florida $4,663,-

Way Open for More Suits, 


Justice Stone delivered the opin- 
ion which affirmed a recommenda- 
tion in favor of Massachusetts by 
John S. Flannery, Washington at- 
torney appointed special master in 
the case. 

The majority opinion apparently 
left open for future litigation 
whether the other states can im- 
pose a tax on property within their 
borders. 

Special] Master Flannery found 
that the value of tangible property 
in the three states other than Mas- 
sachusetts, which might be involved 
in future tax litigation, was: New 
York, $1,583,221; Florida, $222,276, 
and Texas, $2220. 

Justice Stone said: “There is no 
question presented of a situs of de- 
cedent’s intangibles differing, for 
tax purposes, from the place of his 
domicile.” 

“And no determination made here 
as to domicile,” he continued, “can 
hereafter foreclose the determina- 
tion of such questions by any court 
of competent jurisdiction in which 
they may arise. 

“By the law of each state a de- 
cedenht can have only a single domi- 
cile for purposes of death taxes, and 
determination of the place of domi- 
cile of decedent will determine 
which of the four states is entitled 
to impose the tax on intangibles so 
far as they have no situs different 
from the place of domicile, 

“No relief is sought to restrain 
collection of the tax or to interfere 
with the determination of its 
amount by appropriate state proce- 
dure. 

Justice Frankfurter Dissents. 


Justice Frankfurter wrote a dis- 
senting opinion, in which Justice 
Black concurred, contending that 
the case should have been dismissed 
by the Supreme Court without a 
ruling on the merits. This was his 
first dissent since coming on the 
Court Jan, 30. 

Justice Frankfurter 
the opinion that the court was 
without jurisdiction and that the

Chief Justice Fuller as saying that 
in cases of disputes between the 
states “the jurisdiction is of so 
delicate and grave a character that 
it was not contemplated that it 
would be exercised save when the 
necessity was absolute.” 

Justice Frankfurter took the 
view that the possibility that the 
various states would press. their 
claims to a share of the tax money 
was not sufficient to give the high 
court jurisdiction to 
Green’s domicile. 

“The comtrolling assumption in 
taking jurisdiction in this case,” he 
said, “is that the ascertainment of 
a single domicile for Green is mere- 
ly the determination of a fact. The 
auxiliary assumption is the exist- 
ence of solid danger that the high- 
est courts of four states will ascer- 
tain this fact in four different 
ways. 

“Texas has no standing here ex- 
cept on the basis that three state 
courts will despoil her of her 
rights by leaving no assets in the 
estate out of which to satisfy her 
claim. But the fact that the poli- 
tical officers of four states make 
claims to an estate so as to safe- 
guard any possible interest, is 
hardly a substantial reason for as- 
suming that their judiciaries will 
sanction the claims.”

NEW YORK, March 13. — Prof. 
Albert Einstein, the scientist, an- 
nounced today he had discovered 
a new solution of the riddle of grav- 
itation. 

The riddle is the unknown cause 
of gravitation and its connection 
with electricity, matter and magne- 
ism, Prof. Einstein kept the solu- 
tion secret, explaining that it would 
be tested with actual experiments. 

The announcement was made in 
a birthday interview—Einstein will 
be 60 tomorrow—to L. E. Levick 
of the National Association of Sci- 
ence Writers, and released through 
the association. 

Einstein thinks he has discovered 
the clew to a long-sought single 
law that will explain the structure 
of the entire universe and all the 
mysteries of matter and radiation. 

Gravitation is the missing link. 
Everything else, scientists have sus- 
pected, will become clear if someone 
can learn how gravitation origi- 


nates.

Money Control Ineffective.

there.” é 

Although declaring itself in com- 
plete sympathy with the desire to 

vent booms and depressions, the 
Sans said: 

“Experience has shown, however, 
that (1) prices cannot be controlled 
by changes in the amount and cost 
of money; (2) the board's control 
of the amount of money is not 
complete and cannot be made com- 
' ) a steady preres of prices 

is not necessarily result in last- 
ing prosperity; and (4) a steady 
level of average prices is not néar- 
ly as important to the people as 
a fair relationship between the 
prices of the commodities which 
they produce and those which they 
must buy.” 

Lasting prosperity and price sta- 
bility, it added, “cannot be brought 
about by action of the Federa] Re- 
serve System alone, because they 
are affected by many factors be- 
yond the control of the Federal Re- 
‘serve System.” 

Board Cites Statistics. 

Contending that cash and prices 
do not move together, the board 
said that from 1926 to 1929 there 
was no change in the amount of 
currency but there was a drop of 5 
per cent in prices. From 1929 
through 1938 there was an increase 
of 60 per cent in currency, and a 
decrease of 20 per cent in prices. 

In explaining why the amount 
of currency does not control prices 
the board said currency is “the 
smal] change of business.” 

It pointed out that more than 
mine-tenths of the bills in this 
country are paid by checks drawn 
on bank deposits. These deposits 
“as well as the currency outside of 


banks, need to be considered as: 


money.” 

“Whether prices and the volume 
of money do or do not move to- 
gether depends on many other con- 
ditions such as weather and the 
size of harvests, inventions, foreign 
trade, Government spending, taxes, 
wages and the general attitude of 
business,” the board said.

Czech Government Objects to German Minor- 
ity’s Campaign in Bratislava and Propa- 
ganda Broadcast From Vienna. 


By the Associated Press, 

PRAGUE, March 13.—Czech of- 
ficial quarters reported today that 
the Czecho-Slovak Government had 
decided to protest to Germany 
against activities of minority Ger- 
mans in this nation and of the Vi- 
enna radio station. 

Although officials said no formal 
demands had been made by Ger- 
many concerning Slovakia, fear had 
increased here that Berlin planned 
to force the republic to cut loose 
both the Slovak and Carpatho- 
Ukraine autonomous provinces. 

They said the protest would be 
made within 12 hours against “the 
attitude of the German minority 
in Brunn (Brno) and Bratislava 
and the interference of the Vienna 
radio station in the republic’s in- 
ternal affairs.” 

Czechs and Germans clashed yes- 
terday in Brunn and the Vienna 
radio station broadcast a defiant 
anti-Czech speech by Dr. Ferdinand 
Durcansky, communications Min- 
ister in the Slovak Cabinet ousted 
last Friday. 

Further disorders were reported 
to have taken place this morning 
in Iglau, a strong German “island” 
49 miles northwest of Brunn, and in 
Olmuetz. 


Germans in Nation. 


There are 377,830 minority Ger- 
mans in the whole of Czecho-Slo- 
vakia, or 3.9 per cent of the popu- 
lation, .The number in Slovakia 
alone is 134,317, or 5.59 per cent of 
the population. 

The official Czecho-Slovakia news 
agency charged that the German 
minority in Brunn and Bratislava 
has misused the regulation for fly- 
ing the German flag set by law. 

Separatist propaganda in the 
Slovak language continued to be 
broadcast by the Vienna radio sta- 
tion, 

Ferdinand Murgas, fugitive chief 
of the Hlinka Guards’ political 
staff, spoke at mid-day, assuring 
the Slovak people that “Europe's 
greatest man, Hitler, holds his pro- 
tective hand over the Slovaks. 

“Be prepared for an independent 
Slovak state.” 

Murgas appealed to Germany last 
Friday after breaking with the new 
Slovak Premier, Karl Sidor, whom 
Murgas charged with being in 
league with the Czechs and with 
impeding the independence move- 
ment. 

Defense Minister May Resign. 

It was reported unofficially that 
Gen. Jan Syrovy, former Premier 
of the Central Government and 
now Defense Minister, along with 
Gen. Alois Elias, Minister of Com- 
munications, might resign under 
German pressure in a shakeup of 
the Prague Cabinet. 

Three persons were injured yes- 
terday afternoon at Brunn, in the 
Czech part of Czecho-Slovakia near 
the. border of German Austria, 
when Germans paraded with 
swastika flags in celebration of 
German memorial day. 

In Bratislava, Nazi storm troop- 
ers were reported to have fired on 
an automobile carrying Czech army 
officers. 

The clash at Brunn broke up a 
parade of Germans wearing the 
black uniforms of the Nazi party in 
Czecho-Slovakia. Twelve Czechs 
and Germans were arrested, but 
only three were held after the Nazis 
massed before the police station 
and demanded release of five of 
their fellows. 

The parade continued la 
the singing of the Horst 
song, a Nazi anthem.

FARM TENANT STRIKE 
WORKERS LOSE APPEAL 


Arkansas Court Rules Threat 
Written on Notices Violated 
Night-Riding Law. 


By the Associated Press. 

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., March 13. 
—The Arkansas Supreme Court 
affirmed today prison sentences 
imposed on three Mississippi Coun- 
ty Negroes charged with night 
riding during the Southern Tenant 
Farmers’ Union cotton pickers’ 
strike last fall. 

The court upheld one-year sen- 
tences given Henry and Dan John- 
son and reduced from three years 
to one year the sentence of Dollie 
B. Johnson, Henry's daughter-in- 
aw, because she “was no more 


guilty than the others.” Dan John- 


son was not related to the other 
two. 

They were convicted of placing 
written notices on plantation gate 
posts urging coton pickers to strike 
for a wage of $1 for every 100 
pounds picked. Planters in the area 
were paying from 40 to 85 cents a 
100 at the time. 


Threat on Notices. 

A scribbled caption, “Stay out 
of field if you don’t want to get 
into trouble,” conveyed a threat 
bringing the notices under the 
1909 night-riding statute, the court 
held. 

Following the written caption, a 
written notice read: 

“We urge all cotton pickers— 
union or non-union—to set down in 
their homes and wait until prices 
reach $1 per 100 before picking an- 
other boil. United States law for- 
bids transportation of labor across 
state lines during a strike. 

“Signed: Wage Committee, South- 
ern Tenant Farmers’ Union, affil- 
iated CIO.” 

The court overruled a defense 
plea that the night-riding statute 
contravened the Federal Constitu- 
tion by abridging freedom of 
speech, the right of peaceable as- 
sembly and a guarantee of equal 
protection under the law to all. 

The tribunal upheld the lower 
court’s ruling that the’ printed 
strike notices themselves were in- 
nocuous and not a violation of the 
law, but that the captions written 
in on them constituted an illegal 
threat of violence. 

Intimidation Rule Dlegal. 

The Supreme Court said the 
Johnsons had the right to strike or 
to urge others to join them in a 
demand for increased wages, “but 
what they did not have the right 
to do was to intimidate and pre- 
vent others from working for the 
wage offered if those others wished 
to do so,” 

“That the notices were intended 
and calculated to intimidate labor- 
ers who were willing to pick cotton 
for the wages offered is shown by 
the effect which the discovery of 
the notices produced upon the la- 
borers,” the court said. 

“There was panic among the 
pickers and some said they were 
afraid to enter the fields.” |

“opposition to the pending bill orig- 
inates largely among a compara- 
tively small group of lenders ap- 
parently deeply interested in main- 
taining home financing costs at 
rates higher than those permitted 
under the FHA regulations.” 

Among those who had opposed 
the measure was John H, Fahey, 
chairman of the Home Loan Bank 
Board. He contended FHA was de- 
signed primarily to encourage new 
construction. 

“The issue raised by scattered 
opponents to this legislation is sim- 
ply one of interest rates,” McDon- 
ald testified, 

“To eliminate the FHA from the 
insurance of mortgages on existing 
construction would discriminate 
against the majority of the people. 

“There is today an abundance of 
home financing money available on 
the most liberal terms in our his- 
tory. This has stimulated construc- 
tion and made home ownership 
more widely possible, This was not 
true four years ago when the FHA 
was created. It will not be true in 
the future if borrowers and lend- 
ing institutions are deprived of the 
safeguards provided by the FHA.” 

McDonald said there was a res- 
ervoir of 50 billion dollars for home 
financing which would be reduced 
to five billion dollars, “so far as 
easy payment mortgage is  con- 
cerned,” if Congress should fail to 
extend the provisions for existing 
construction. 

“To remove what amounts to 90 
per cent of the potential mortgage 
funds away from the availability of 
existing construction as far as the 
easy payment FHA terms are con- 
cerned cannot help but have an im- 
mediate deflationary effect on all 
the 10,000,000 old homes today,” Mc-

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WAR DEPARTMENT. 
FLOODED WITH PLANS 
OF DEFENSE DEVICES 
One Suggestion Is That Rail- 
way Be Built to Transport 
Fleet.

WASHINGTON, March 13.—The 
administration’s expansion of air, 
sea and jJand forces has stirred the 
imaginations of inventors. 

Army officials said today that 
suggestions and drawings for weap- 
ons have poured in on the War 
Department at the rate of 1000 a 
month since President Roosevelt 
sent to Congress his $552,000,000 
emergency program.

SEVERE SNOWSTORM 
HITS NEW ENGLAND 


Wind Piles Up Drifts—Roads 
Blocked and Shipping 
Paralyzed. 


By the Associated Press. 

BOSTON, March 13.—A March 
snowstorm—the worst in Massachu- 
setts since the great blizzard of 
1888—held much of New England 
in its grip today, blocking high- 
ways, grounding planes and para- 
lyzing shipping- Twelve deaths were 
attributed to the storm. 

The fall of wet, sticky snow aver- 
aged a foot in depth over most of 
New England, but the accompany- 
ing northeast gale piled up drifts 
six feet high in some sections. Snow 
continued to fall during the morn- 
ing, but the Weather Bureau pre- 
dicted the storm would abate later 
in the day. 

More than 60 Massachusetts 
schools were closed. Automobile 
accidents were numerous. 

The snowfall at Portland, Me., 
was 16 inches, at Boston 14.25, 
Montpelier, Vt., 14, and Providence, 
R. I, 11.2: 

The port of Boston was all but 
closed to navigation. With 17 steam- 
ers due today, only 12 fishing craft 
were able to get in. Even the pilot 
boat sought refuge in the harbor, 
making it impossible for incoming 
ships to obtain pilots.

In New York City, Mild Weather 
Follows Snow and Sleet.

The sleet affected a strip 50 
miles wide adjacent to the Ohio 
border and extended from Lake 
Michigan on the west into the 
province of Ontario on the east. 
Several Ontario communities had 
no means,of communication other 
than short wave radio, and electri- 
cal power was restricted.

UNION BEGINS MASS PICKETING 
AT GUTH ELECTRICAL PLANT 


30 of 56 Strikers in Line; Company 
Says It Is Operating at 75 
Pct. of Production. 

Mass picketing was started today 
at the Edwin F. Guth Co., manu- 
facturers of electrical fixtures, by 
union production employes, who 
have been on strike since Feb. 9. 

‘About 30 of the 56 striking pro- 
duction workers, members of the 
A, F. of L. Electrical Workers’ Lo- 
cal Union No. 1, marched in line in 
front of the plant, at 2615 Wash- 
ington boulevard, between 7 and 
9:30 a. m. A spokesman said the 
line would form again at 4 o’clock 
this afternoon, and on succeeding 
mornings and late afternoons. Plac- 
ards carried by the marchers pro- 
tlaimed the firm unfair to the 
union. 

The strike was called when nego- 
tiations for a new contract failed. 
The workers, demanding a closed 
shop, classification of operations 
and uniform wage scales, charged 
that the firm replaced union men 
with non-union workers. 

George S. Watts, vice-president of 
the company, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter the trouble originated 
among the less skilled workers, who 
were demanding higher wages. 
Watts said the plant was working 
at 75 per cent of normal production. 


FOREST CITY CO, AND UNION

77 POOR MOTHERS 
SEEK HOMES FO 
THEIR CHILDREN 


Without State Aid for Two 
Months, St. Louis Wom- 
en y to Board of 
Guardians. 


At the end of two months with- 
out assistance from the state, 27 St. 
Louis mothers on the rolls of the 
State Social Security Commission 
under the aid-to-dependent children 
program have asked another agency 
to place their children in foster 
homes where they could get proper 
care. 

William L. Poole, agent of the 
Board of Children’s Guardians, to 
which the requests were made, said 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter today 
that the women’s willingness to 
break up their homes indicated 
they faced a “desperate situation.” 

The requests had to be declined 
and the applicants referred back 
to the Social Security Commission, 
Poole said, explaining that his of- 
fice was empowered only to care 
for children committed to it by the 
Juvenile Court. 

The St. Louis office of the com- 
mission has not been able to help 
any of the 1279 mothers on its aid- 
to-dependent-children rolls since 
they received their last checks early 
in January, Administrator John 
K., Rowland said to the reporter. 

Inadequate Appropriation. 

At Jefferson City, George I. Ha- 
worth, administrator of the State 
commission, told a Post-Dispatch 
correspondent the February and 
March checks had been held up be- 
cause the Legislature made an in- 
adequate appropriation. 

The deficiency appropriation of 
$83,000, intended to tide the aid-to- 
dependent-children payments over 
the first few months of the year, 
was so far below the amount actu- 
ally needed that he did not ask 
the Federal Government for its con- 
tribution, half that of the State, be- 
cause that would prevent another 
request for Federal funds in this 
quarter, Haworth said. 

If the pending appropriation bill 
is not adopted this week, the ad- 
ministrator said, the commission 
will go ahead with its request for 
the $41,500 Federal contribution and 
mail out checks for a fraction of 
the amounts usually sent to the 
mothers, 

Only Half Amount Needed. 

Haworth said the new bill, call- 
ing for a State appropriation of 
$104,000 a month, would give’ the 
commission little more than half 
of the amount needed. As an addi- 
tional com@pécation, 6000 applica- 
tions for assistance are awaiting ex- 
amination. 

In St. Louis, the allotments to 
mothers have averaged $34.69 a 
month on a budget calculated to 
provide subsistence for themselves 
and their children. The average 
number of children is about three.

ST. LOUIS GETS MUD SHOWER 


Semi-opaque window panes and 
dappled automobiles observed in St. 
Louis yesterday were due to a lit- 
eral mud shower, it was explained 
today by the Weather Bureau. 

Borne aloft by winds of gale 
velocity which swept Southwestern 
states causing the worst dust storm 
in two years, clouds of red and yel- 
low topsoil were carried for hun- 
dreds of miles. Over St. Louis and 
vicinity, the dust cloud at high al- 

tude came in contact with rain- 
making atmospheric conditions and 
the mud shower resulted. 

The Weather Bureau reported it 
began at 5:10 a, m. and continued 
until 7:40. 

Clouds of dry dust were so dense 
at Springfield, Mo., that airplane 
pilots reported visibility of only one- 
fifth of a mile. Winds of 60 miles 
an hour were reported from some 
Oklahoma weather stations and a 
probable 5 per cent wheat crop loss 
was forecast in some parts of that 
State, which suffered as much as 95 
per cent loss as the result of- dust 
storms in 1936.

LAWYERS’ ASSOCIATION 
BEGINS COURT INQUIRY 


Looks Into Procedure of As- 
signing Civil Jury Cases 
for Trial. 


An investigation of the Circuit 
Court procedure of assigning civil 
jury cases for trial is being made 
by a committee of five members of 
the St. Louis Lawyers’ Association, 
appointed, with authority of the 
Executive Committee, to make rec- 


ommendations for improvements. 

The appointment, it is under- 
stood, was prompted by publication 
in the Post-Dispatch last week of 
analyses of a report by Circuit 
Clerk H. Sam Priest on the han- 
dling of jury cases in the last 10 
years. The analyses showed a 
large decline in the volume of cases 
disposed of and in the number of 
days on which the Judges sat in 
jury trials. 

It is expected that the investigat- 
ing committee, as part of its work, 
will compare the present system 
with the one existing many years 
ago. President Luke E. Hart of the 
Lawyers’ Association explained that 
under the old system cases were 
assigned by lot to the various trial 
divisions as soon as filed. 

Under that system, he said, each 
trial Judge had the responsibility 
of disposing of the same number of 
cases and was familiar with the 
pleadings and issues, now presented 
to the Judge of the assignment di- 
vision, No. 1. Moreover, he added, 
that system avoided the congestion 
resulting from having parties and 
witnesses report to the assignment 
room. 

Hart made it clear that the com- 
mittee would not confine itself to a 
comparison of the old and new sys- 
tems, but would study the whole 
assignment system and might rec- 
ommend a new method or such 
changes as were considered neces- 
sary in the present procedure. The 
committee’s work, he said, will not 
conflict with that of the St. Louis 
Bar Association committee appoint- 
ed Saturday to investigate the 
Post-Dispatch analyses. 

At present there Is no authority 
to compel the Judges to accept 
cases for trial. This situation 
struck George E. Brand, former 
president of the Detroit and Mich- 
igan Bar associations, who ad- 
Louis Bar Asso- 
ciation last week, as “startling.” 
In Detroit Circuit Court, he point- 
ed out, there is an executive Judge 
with full power to expedite cases 
as he sees fit.

FORD CO. ASKS NLRB 
FOR FURTHER HEARING 


Seeks to Offer New Testimony 
of Its Innocence im Fight 
at River Rouge Plant. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 13.—The 
Ford Motor Co. asked the National 
Labor Relations Board today for 
permission to offer new testimony 
to prove its friendliness to labor 
and its innocence of wrongdoing in 
the May, 1937, fight at Ford's 
River Rouge pliant. 

Several organizers of the United 
Automobile Workers of America 
were severely beaten in the fight, 
but today’s motion said: 

“The persons who participated in 
the riots of May 26 were persons 
assigned to no duties by the re- 
spondent (the company) in connec- 
tion with its preparations and a few 
persons who were assigned to such 
duties, but who departed from their 
instructions.” 

Those beaten had attempted to 
pass out union literature and, the 


motion continued, on no subsequent 
occasions “were the persons who 
participated in the distribution of 
literature molested by any employes 
of respondent.” 

The document said that for 
months previously. the company 
was “apprehensive of an attempt 
by the UAW to inaugurate a sit- 
down strike” at River Rouge. 

“For over 25 years,” it added in 
& general statement of policy, “re- 
spondent and its predecessor com. 
panies have been pioneers in pay- 
ing higher wages, in shortening 
working hours, and in bettering 
working conditions.”

NAMED ENVOY TO PANAMA 


Dawson Promoted to Ambassador, 
Under Policy Raising Status of 
Several Latin American Countries. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 13.—Pres- 
ident Roosevelt nominated William 
Dawson of Minnesota to be Ambas- 
sador to Panama today. Dawson is 
Minister to Uruguay. 

The President also sent to the 
Senate the nomination of Laurence 
A. Steinhardt of New York to be 
Ambassador to. Russia. His ap- 
pointment was made known several 
days ago. 

Dawson, a native of St. Paul, is 
a career diplomat of 30 years of un- 
broken service. He will take the 
post at Panama City left vacant 
by the transfer of Minister Frank 
P, Corrigan to Venezuela as an Am- 
bassador. 

Dawson’s nomination is in line 
with a policy of giving more im- 
portance to diplomatic representa- 
tion in Latin America. 

Panama thus becomes the third 
Latin American republic in recent 
months to have its diplomatic rep- 
resentation raised to ambassadorial 


The United States 
will now have nine embassies in 
Latin America, the others being in 
Brazil, Argentina, Chile, Peru, Cuba 
and Mexico,

to Highway 61, between Sikeston 
Hayti, and Highway 60, between 
Sikeston and Charleston, There 
were 251 families of 1161 individ- 
uals who formed 13 camps. 

On Jan, 13, Dr. Harry F. Parker, 
Health Commissioner of Missouri, 
inspected the camps and declared 
their maintenance would constitute 
a menace to public health. The 
demonstrators were ordered to re- 
move from the highways. Some re- 
turned to the farms from which 
they had come. 

As of Feb. 11, the report states 
that others were encamped on 40 
acres of land owned by New Ma- 
drid County, nine families of 28 in- 
dividuals were stationed on the 
river levee near Dorena, in Missis- 
sippi County, 41 families of 141 per- 
sons were at the Sweet Home 
Church between Charleston and 
Wyatt, and eight families of 38 in- 
dividuals had found refuge on 
Highway 61 near Morley. 

“In mumerous instances,” de- 
clares the summary, “two or more 
families were moved into a single 
house. In Charleston, three fam- 
ilies were moved by the State High- 
way Patrol and the Sheriff of Mis- 
sissippi County into a Negro cab- 
aret, which was a house of assigna- 
tion and a gambling hall.” 

Seven Counties in “Bootheel.” 


The area concerned consists of 
seven counties which form the 
“bootheel” of ##Missouri—Butler, 
Dunklin, Mississippi, New Madrid, 
Pemiscot, Scott and Stoddard. 
They are particularly favorable to 
agriculture because of the natural 
fertility of the soil and a growing 
season of 188 days. These counties 
produce 98% per cent of all the cot- 
ton grown in Missouri. But 70 per 
cent of the land area lies within 
drainage districts, and drainage 
taxes of as much as $3 an acre are 
declared to have been a prime fac- 
tor in the downfall of the small 
farmer. 

The area, it is related, has gone 
through several economic phases. 
Settled as early as 1800, it was at 
first devoted to general farming. 
Then, for 20 years, between 1890 
and 1910, it was occupied with lum- 
bering. Timbermen swarmed in 
from Tennessee and Kentucky. Ac- 
cording to the report, they were 
“among the most undesirable types 
of settlers." When they had de- 
stroyed the forests, they turned to 
clearing the cutover land, but “took 
to agriculture in a very half-heart- 
ed manner.” 

After 1910, there was an influx 
of emigration from Ohio, Iowa, II- 
linois and other Northern states. 
Their farming was principally a 
family operation. They raised 
wheat, corn and livestock. But 
after 1923 farmers in flight from 
a series of boll weevil years in 
Mississippi, Arkansas and Tennes- 
see, poured into the area. Cotton, 
previously cultivated on a small 
scale, immediately became 


area’s principal cash crop. 
Decline of Small Owners. 


Under this new agricultural re- 
gime, the decline of the small farm 
owner was swift and implacable. 
Through foreclosure, he lost own- 
ership of his land to insurance com- 


panies 1000 miles away, to real es- | 
tate speculators and to individuals |

Concentrated Ownership. 

In the seven counties, there are 
1,800,000 acres under cultivation. 
Of these, 200,000 are owned by in- 
Surance companies. Corporate and 
private owners hold 950,000 acres 
in lots of 200 acres and more. 
Proprietorship of farms between 
500 and 2000 acres is declared to 
be common, while individual hold- 
ling of two, three and four thou- 
sands of acres are far from unfa- 
miliar. 

“A large group of landlords,” it 
is stated, “is interested only in 
speculative profits from the sale of 
land or from the production of cot- 
ton, or both. This group is alleged 
to have contributed materially to 
the social and economic instability 
of the area.” 

A decisive factor in the land- 
lord’s determination to eliminate 
the sharecropper and replace him 
with the day laborer is declared to 
nave been the Department of Ag- 
'riculture’s 1938 program, which pro- 
vided that the farm tenant should 
receive 00 per cent of Government 
subsidies to cotton growing, in- 
stead of 25 per cent as under the 
1937 program. 

No Doubt of “Chiseling.” 

There is no doubt at all, the re- 
port holds, that “some few land- 
owners and landlords attempted to 
‘chisel,”/ and endeavored to retain 
for themselves the whole subsidy 
payment.” 

The summary asserts that the 
FBI has no information to indicate 
that one of the instigators of the 
demonstration was Thad Snow, a 
land owner of Charleston, who was 
friendly to the farm workers’ cause 
and was informed in advance of 
the proposed display. A _ similar 
bill of health is conferred on Or- 
vile Zimmerman of Kennett, who 
represents the Tenth Missouri Dis- 
trict in Congress. 

(The FBI report confirmed in de- 
tail Snow’s statement of the share- 
cropper situation in a special ar- 
ticle published in the Post-Dispatch 
Jan. 22.) 

As an instance of “apathy” on the 
part of the landlords, the report 
finds that most of them had no 
inkling of the approaching demon- 
stration until they read an article 
published in the Post-Dispatch on 
Jan. 8. 

William Baxter of St. Louis, 
director of the midwestern branch 
of the American Red Cross, is 
quoted as saying that his organiza- 
tion offered no aid to the demon- 
strators because an investigation 
showed they had ample foodstuffs 
and sufficient avajlable housing.

WHAT MAKES GOOD NEIGHBORS? 


Germany’s attempted economic penetration of Bra- 
zil suffers a severe setback in the new credit agree; 
ment which the United States has negotiated with 
the Vargas Government. If the plan works out for 
Brazil, its extension to other Latin-American coun- 
tries may be expected. 

But while large sums of money are being made 
available in expanding our Latin American trade 
in pursuance of the Good Neighbor policy, it is in 
order to inquire whether full use is being made 
of opportunities for promoting cultural relations 
with the South American countries. 

As a means of promoting hemispheric solidarity, 
a mutual understanding of cultural interests would 
seem to be approximately as important as an eco- 
nomic entente. Economic rivalry has not been lack- 
ing between the United States and Great Britain, 
but the cultural ties between the two countries have 
been so strong that for more than 50 years there 
has been no serious diplomatic tension. With South 
America, we.do not have the common bonds of race, 
language and literature, but it is no compliment 
to the shrewdness of our foreign policy that the 
people of North and South America are strangers 
to the extent that they are. 

It would be hard to over-estimate what Cecil 
Rhodes did for Anglo-American relations when he 
set up a foundation whereby a cross-section of the 
most promising students of the United States at- 
tend Oxford. The influence of the Rhodes scholars 
is a constant factor in the promotion of friendly 
relations between the two Powers, and when clouds 
| gather on the European horizon, some British dig- 
| nitary will usually be found in this country renewing 
/eontacts with the Rhodes alumni. 
| Why not a Pan-American counterpart of the Rhodes 
| scholarships? With all the millions which have been 
bequeathed in this country for nonsensical projects, 
it is a tragedy that this need has gone unfilled. If 
there were in Latin America thousands of gradu- 
ates from our universities, and if their schoolmates 
and professors in this country kept up contact with 
them, it would have untold weight when problems 
arose between this country and theirs. 

A start in this direction has been made by the 
Guggenheim Foundation, in its annual fellowship 
grants to students of several Latin American states 
for work in the United States, but a more compre- 
‘hensive plan than this is essential. 
| Unfavorable rates of exchange have reduced 
sharply the number of Latin American youths in 
our preparatory schools and colleges. Where it 
used to cost 1000 pesos to send a boy to an Amer- 
ican school for a year, it now costs 5000. The 
Government might find it worth while to grant sub- 


sidies to counteract the unfavorable rafe of ex- 
change as far as the education of Latin American 
youth in this country is concerned. 

Exchange professorships could be arranged be- 
tween colleges and universities in the United States 
and Latin America. An exchange of language teach- 
ers might also be effected in the high schools. 
With such an arrangement in effect, our high school 
students of Spanish might actually learn to speak 
and understand the language. 

The recent increase in the number of military mis- 
sions which Latin American countries are assigning 
to our tactical schools is a hopeful sign. But the 
interchange of military missions and the granting of 
a few scholarships for Latin American students to 
attend West Point is only a beginning. When broad 
opportunities are provided for Latin Americans to

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THE WHITE BEAR PURRS. 

Joseph Stalin, in his speech Saturday, served no- 
tice that Russia recognizes the collapse of the so- 
called united front of the non-aggressive Powers and 
will rely henceforth on a policy of isolationism. 
Britain, he charges, bas framed her international 
policy on the hope that Hitler would spend his mili- 
tary energies in an attack upon Russia, leaving 
Western Europe to enjoy peace. This accusation is 
not new, but Stalin amplifies it to include, in effect, 
a conscious effort on England’s part to instigate a 
Russo-German war. Ni 
Russia, Stalin warns, does not relish. the role of 
international whipping boy. He invites the Nazis 
to leave Russia alone and to concern themselves, in- 
stead, with colonial expansion at the expense of the 
Western European Powers. In short, while Britain 
and France would enjoy box seats at a bout between 
Germany and Russia, Russia would much prefer the 
role of spectator at a set-to between Germany and 
Italy on the one hand and France and England on 
the other. | 
The chances appear none too bright for Stalin’s 
new tactic to succeed. In “Mein Kampf,” Hitler makes 
it very clear that he regards German colonial expan- 
sion as an illusory goal and that the “discrepancy 
between our area and our population” is to be re- 
dressed at the expense of “Russia and its vassal bor- 
der states.” Unless Hitler shows a greater tendency 
than he has yet shown to deviate from the blueprint 
revealed in “Mein Kampf,” Russia could purchase 
peace at no less a price than territorial concessions 
in the Ukraine. 
Although this does not appear to be a likely even- 
tuality, there is always the possibility of a rapproche- 
ment between the two countries. Such an under- 
standing has long been predicted in some quarters, 
and certainly the economic and governmental differ- 
ences between the two countries are constantly be- 
coming less pronounced. 
In any event, Russia’s announcement that she will 
not fight except to resist aggression against her own 
borders has the effect of strengthening the Rome- 
Berlin-Tokyo triangle as against the democratic Pow- 
ers. The British diplomats are reaping the logical 
harvest of their policy of ignoring the Soviet Union 
in the last European crisis. 
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THE BILLS TO END THE FEE SYSTEM. 

Of special merit and interest are three bills intro- 
duced in the Legislature by Representative Howard 
Elliott to end the fee system in St. Louis County. 
Two of the bills would put an end to fee-grabbing by 
Justices of the Peace and constables and thus abol- 
ish the speed-trap nuisance. 
The third bill would do away with the fee system 
of remunerating the County Tax Assessor, Tax Col- 
lector, Circuit Clerk, Sheriff, Treasurer and Recorder 
of Deeds. The law would be changed to give these 
officials definite salaries. Their seeking the job at 
the stated figure would signify their willingness to 
serve for that amount. 
The fee system’s day of grace long since elapsed. 
If the delegation from metropolitan St. Louis is 
responsive to the public demand, each of the anti-fee 
bills will become law, for in such matters the rest of 
the Legislature will defer to the wishes of the local 
representatives.

In the past 20 years we have 
seen the penetration of Russian 
revolutionary imperialism into 
Hungary, Poland, Bavaria, the 
Rhineland, into Northern Italy, into 
Spain, into Northwestern China. 
We have then seen the penetra- 
tion of German National Socialist 
imperialism into Austria, the Sude- 
ten territory, into Slovakia, into 
Hungary and Rumania, and into 
Italy. 

Perhaps the greatest of ail the 
National Socialist conquests has 
been Italy, for it is only since the 
Nazi revolution that Fascist Italy 
has become itself truly revolution- 
ary. Before the Italian catastrophe 
of the Austrian affair Fascist Italy 
was, of course, a dictatorship with 
some, but by no means unreason- 
able, imperialist ambitions.

But Italian Pascism was neither 


to challenge pro- 
foundly the foundations of Euro- 
pean order. Only in the past two 
years has Italy become entangled 
in the great revolutionary move- 
ment and in the general interna- 
tional disturbance which is its ex- 
ternal manifestation. 


The fact that revolution and war 
are at present two aspects of the 
same thing is visible from many 
different angles. For example, it 
is certainly no coincidence that the 
day selected for the Italian demon- 
stration demanding Tunis and 
Corsica and Savoy was the day be- 
fore the French general strike: 
there can be little doubt that the 
war-like demonstration was made 
in the belief that France was on 
the verge of a social revolution, 
and that it was the failure of the 
general strike and the remarkable 
recovery in France which have 
caused Mussolini to act so much 
more cattiously. 

We can see the same thing in 
Spain. The prospect of an end to 
the civil war is viewed with as lit- 
tle pleasure in Rome, which is 
supposedly on the winning side, 
as in Moscow, which is on the los- 
ing side. 

The reasoi. is plain. The end of 
the civil war in Spain, the liquida- 
tion of the “ideological” conflict be- 
tween the revolutionary movements 
is likely to mean a notable lessen- 
ing of the internal divisions in 
France and in all the rest of West- 
ern Europe. This promises to en- 
hance their powers of resistance to 
aggression and to intimidation, to 
reduce the opportunities for revolu- 
tionary imperialist conquest in 
Western Europe.

So we shall see, I venture to pre- 
dict, that just as the outlook for 
international peace has greatly im- 
proved since the Western democ- 
racies recovered from the shock of 
Munich, so the revolutionary ener- 
gies which have been boiling up out 
grag ar and Russia will dimin- 
sh. 

if the orderly nations can keep 
their nerve and their steadfastness 
through the year ahead, they will 
avert both war and revolution, They 
will have made war a strategic 
impossibility, and they will have 
made the future of the German and 
the Russian revolution a domestic 
question inside of Germany and of 
Russia. 

The evidence of this evolution in 
the world’s affairs will be some- 
thing that many who are most ar- 
dently and sincerely anti-Fascist 
have not anticipated. They will 
find, I believe, that as the resist- 
ance of mankind to war becomes 
actual in the production of suffi- 
cient armaments, and as the will 
to resist aggression becomes more 
deeply aroused in the masses of 
men, the dominant instinct of man- 
kind will be to draw its strength 
from the will to conserve the tra- 
ditions of the Western world. 

+ * ” 

We are witnessing, I think, a 
world-wide reaction against revolu- 
tionary war and war-like revolution, 
and in this reaction, which is deep- 
ly defensive, the temper of men 
will be profoundly conservative. 
There is a longing in men, so strong 
that it will be dangerous for any 
Government to deny it, toward 
peace, order, liberty, and the chance 
for the pursuit of private happi- 
ness, 

This longing will manifest itself 
not only in a determination to 
stand firm against any further 
troubling of the peace, but in the 
dissolution, now plainly in process, 
of the compromising alliances that 
now exist between conservatives 
and revolutionary Fascism, between 
liberals and revolutionary Com- 
munism. 

That is what has happened in 
France since about Dec. 1. To 
those who can read the signs of 
the times, as for example, the little 
row in the Lawyers’ Guild, or the 
somewhat bigger row in the CIO, it 
will be fairly apparent that this is 
what is now about to happen here.

GEORGE BUCHANAN FIFE DIES,

This done, he returned to the 
altar to perform the final acts of 
the mass while thousands chorused 
amens. 

Procession Again Forms. 

The Pope again ascended the 
portable throne and the procession 
again formed to escort Kim around 
the altar and to a red platform 
wuere the throne was deposited 
beneath a red canopy. 

The Cardinals, Patriarchs and 
Archbishops surrounded him. 

The choir chanted th. “Corona 


aurea super caput eis” — “Golden 


crown upon his head.” 

Following the chant, the officiat- 
ing Cardinal recited and the mass 
ended at 12:25 p. m. 

The bells of St. Peter’s rang out, 
calling the people of Rome to the 
coronation. 

Within the Basilica, Pope Pius 
seated himself in the portable chair 
to renewed cheers as the congrega- 
tion began wildly waving thousands 
of handkerchiefs and shouting, 
“Viva il Papa!” 

The procession formed again to 
escort the pontiff around the altar, 
out of the nave and up a flight of 
stairs to the outside balcony where 
his arrival for the coronation was 
greeted by the tumultuous cheers of 
the multitude.

Long before dawn, crowds began 
flocking toward St. Peter’s. When 
the basilica doors opened at 6 
a. m., more than 30,000 persons were 
clustered about the gates hoping 
to reach the better seats.

The throngs outside, to whom 
scores of amplifiers carried the 
music of the mass, began to dis- 
perse as soon as the Pope left the 
scene.

There was a moment of panic 
among the thousands packed under 
the balcony when guards suddenly 
forced the crowd to give way to 
clear a space just before the Pope 
appeared. Hundreds, caught on the 
broad steps, fought for a footing. 

A nun tripped over her skirt. 
Women screamed, several men held 
up tiny children for safety. A squad 
of police pushed: through the 
throngs, however, and apparently 
there were no serious injuries.

$250,000 Blaze Razes Labora- 
tory Guarded by Watch 
Dogs, Barbed Wire.

ALPINE, N. J., March 13. — The 


secret experiments of John Claw- 
son Burnett in medical electronics 


wént up in smoke and flames yes- 
terday as fire destroyed the L- 
shaped, copper-domed laboratory on 
his 400-acre astate on the Hudson 
River Palisades. 

Burnett, former osteopahtic stu- 
dent and Newark sanitarium op- 
erator, built the estate 15 years ago 
and secreted himself behind locked 
doors, barbed wire and watch dogs 
to experiment with &n “oscilloclast” 
to which he attributed his recovery 
from tuberculosis of the shoulder. 

He and his wife, the former Cora 
Timken of the roller-bearing fam- 
ily, are in California and the estate, 
which includes eight buildings, was 
unoccupied. The damage was put 
at $250,000. Dr. Burnett had never 
disclosed the progress of his ex- 
periments.

MINE DEATH BENEFITS 
BLOCKED, REPORT SAYS 


Bureau Charges Appalachian 
Doctors Attributed Accident 
Fatalities to Natural Causes. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, March 13.—The Bu- 
reau of Co-Operative Medicine in 
a report today said some Appalach- 
jan coal operators and “operator- 
controlled doctors” placed “every 
conceivable obstacle” in the way of 
injured miners seeking benefits un- 
der workmen’s compensation laws. 

“The company doctor often at- 
tempts to show that his injury is 
not compensable,” the report said. 
“A man was carrying explosives in 
the mine and was killed when they 
were accidentally detonated. The 
doctor called it suicide. 

“Another man’s back was broken 
in the mine and he died three days 
jater of ensuing pneumonia. The 
hospital said the death was due to 


‘natural causes.’ 
“In another case death from an

tered as due to ‘meningitis.’ ” 

About 122,000 miners paid $6,000,- 
000 a year for “deplorable” medical 
eare and for hospital treatment that 
gave “the least possible service for 
the money received,” the report 
said. 


The survey was conducted among 
75 doctors and 787 miners and their 
families in Southern West Virginia, 
Virginia, Eastern Kentucky and 
Northern Tennessee. 


The Bureau of Co-Operative Med- 
icine, founded three years ago, is 
financed with funds left by the late 
Edward Filene, Boston merchant- 
philanthropist, for medical eco- 
nomics studies, and administered 
by trustees of the Twentieth Cen- 
tury and Good Will Funds.

Another Obeisance by Cardinals. 


The Pope left his portabie throne 
at the central altar where he 
paused to confess. Then he in- 
censed the altar. He walked from 
the altar to the canopied throne at 
the far end of the apse, beneath 
the symbol of the Holy Ghost. Be- 
hind the throne was a silken tapes- 
try embroidered with gold and 
flanking it were two great ostrich 
feather fans. 

The Cardinals advanced to pay 
their second obeisance. The Cardi- 
nal Deacons were placed at the 
sides of the throne while Cardinal 
Granito-Pignatelli di Belmonte sat 
below it. 

The first words uttered by the 
Pope from the throne were the 
chanting of the “Gloria in Ex- 
celsis,” made audible throughout 
the vast basilica by amplifiers. 

A procession formed to escort 
the Cardinal Deacon to the tomb 
of St. Peter beneath the basilica 
floor. He knelt before the tomb, 
touching it with the mace to sym- 
bolize the passage of authority from 
the first of the Popes to the 262d. 

His voice as he invoked the guid- Rees 
ance of the Virgin and Saints ae 
echoed from the crypt. Hundreds 
of faithful joined in the responses, 
chanting in Latin, “may You also 
lead him.” 

Pope Begins Pontifical Mags. 

The Pope’s miter was removed 
from his head. He adjusted his 
white skulicap, then bowed toc the 
altar,

He called on all to pray for him. 

At the moment of the elevation 
of the Host the faithful fell to se EN 
their knees.

Donato Cardinal] Sbarretti and To- 
masso Cardinal Boggiani.

The Pope then went to the steps 
of the altar, where the officiating 
Cardinal Deacon removed the Pon- 
tiff's miter and, aided by another 
Cardinal Deacon, imposed the pal- 
lium, symbol of Bishop's rank, on 
the Pope, saying: “Receive thou 
the sacred pallium, the fullness of 
the pontifical office, for the honor 
of the Almighty God and the most 
glorious Virgin Mary, His mother, 
and the blessed Apostles Peter and 
Paul and the holy Roman church.” 

The pallium was a little scarf 
of wool made from the wool of 
two lambs presented by the canons 
of St. John Lateran Church, kept 
in a golden casket made by Ben- 
venuto Cellini and deposited next to 
the tomb of St. Peter. Symboli- 
cally, the pallium represented the

CHAPTER FIVE. 
VATICAN CITY, March 13. 
ARDINAL PACELLI’S tenure 
of office as Secretary of State 
of the Vatican was punctuated 
by certain experiences absolutely 
unique to this office. These con- 
sisted of frequent and long mis- 
sions abroad, upon which the Pope 

sent his able foreign minister. 
Cardinal Gasparri, Secretary of 
State throughout the entire pontif- 
icate of Benedict XV and during 
the first eight years of the reign 
of Pius XI, never went abroad for 
the first Pope and from the second 
received orders to travel only 
twice. 

On one occasion Gasparri made 
a voyage as papal legate to the 
Sanctuary of Loretta to dedicate 
a new statue of the Madonna and 
a second time to celebrate pontifi- 
cal mass at Monte Cassino on the 
occasion of the centenary of the 
foundation of the famous abbey 
there. In each case they were 
merely one-day journeys, taking 
the Cardinal but a few hundred 
kilometers from Rome. 

Pius XI, however, charged Cardi- 
nal Pacelli with the functions of 
legate to celebrations far from the 
Holy See and months distant. The 
first of these missions Pacelli un- 
dertook as Papal Legate to the 
Eucharistic Congress in Buenos 
Aires in October, 1934. The voyage 
was a triumphal one and he was 
greeted everywhere with great en- 
thusiasm, not only in the Argen- 
tine capital, but in the capitals of 
Uruguay and Brazil. 

In the latter country he was 
invited to celebrate with exception- 
al solemnity the convocation of the 
Senate especially called to pay him 
homage. The Cardinal captivated 
the admiration of all because of his 
bearing and eloquence. The recep- 
tions he received in the streets and 
public places reached ovation pro- 
portions. 

In Buenos Aires, for instance, he 
went one day into the slum areas 
where Communist propaganda had 
found fertile soil. Upon arriving in 
this populous district the Cardinal 
descended from his automobile and 
walked through the streets. 

At first he was surrounded by 
only the small group of dignitaries 
who accompanied him. Little by 
little, out of the poor houses lining 
the streets, there came women and 
children to kneel and kiss the ring 
of the Cardinal. 

Shortly workmen, laborers and 
peddlers rushed forward, crowding 
about him, literally fighting for a 
chance to see his smile, catch his 
garments or receive his gesture of 


benediction. 
o 
T tnrouen the streets of Monte- 
video show his automobile cov- 
ered with men and boys who had 
leaped upon the running boards, 
mudguards and bumpers, arms out- 
stretched, cheering this calm, col- 
lected man who had captured their 
imaginations, 
As readily as he met each new 
situation with perfect adaptability, 
so, voyaying from Buenos Aires to 
Rio de Janeiro, Cardinal Pacelli 
shifted from one language to an- 
other. In the Argentine, he made 
long and dignified speeches in per- 
fect Spanish, while in Brazil, as 
smoothly as making a change in 
the gears of his motor car, he ad- 
dressed the crowds in impeccable 
Portuguese.

In 1935, Pacelli was entrusted 
with another extraordinary mission, 
that of performing the ceremony 
at the fommal closure of the holy 
year during the nineteenth centen- 
ary anniversary of the redemption 
celebrated with three days of un- 
interrupted masses in the grotto 


of Lourdes.

| sina secretary of state had ever 

visited France as papal legate 
since the trip of Cardinal Consalvi 
in the days of Pius VII. 

The reception accorded him by 
the French Government, which sent 
the Minister of State to salute the 
prince of the church at the fron- 
tier, was profoundly warm and sin- 
cere. The tiny Pyrenees town on 
the border was the magnet for 
thousands of pilgrims. 

On this trip Pacelli did not visit 
Piux XI, but he did so on his next 
trip to France, whither he went ag 
pontifical legate to inaugurate 
the Basilica of Lissieux, erected by 
the contributions of the Catholic 
world to the shrine of the Little 
Flower which played so important 
« role in the life of Pius XI. 

This event, from a religious view- 
point, rivaled the closure of the Ju- 
bilee Year at Lourdes, so fervent 
was the devotion throughout the 
Catholic world for the Little Sister 
whom Pius XI first beatified, then 
canonized. 

From a social and political point 
of view the importance of this visit 
was even greater because of the 
presence of a representative of the 
Pope in the French capital. It pro- 
vided occasion for eloquent mani- 
festation of deference and esteem 
for the church on the part of the 
high authorities of France, from the 
President down. . 

Pacelli celebrated mass in th 
very room where died the revered 
Saint Theresa. He performed the 
ceremony alone, attended only by 
servants, and this brief retreat was 
for Pacelli a great spiritual experi- 
ence, . 

One of the last of Pacelli’s mis- 
sions was to the Internationa] Eu- 
charistic Congress at Budapest. 

For Americans, of course, the for- 
eign mission of Pacelli which was 
most interesting was his journey to 
the United States. Of this I will 
write in my next article.

is of any size. First, both families 
will have to give you their lists, so

And perhaps you make a separate 
list for the announcements. 

The invitations to the church and 
reception should be mailed three 
weeks ahead of time in the case of 
a big wedding, and you will also 
keep a record of the acceptances 
and regrets to these as they are 
received, If the list is long and 
time short, you could send the in- 
vitations to the reception first, 
since they require answers and are 
likely to be sent to those who will 
want to send presents. Invitations 
to the church alone require no re- 
plies and therefore, if necessary, 
could go out a little later. An- 
nouncements are addressed in time 
to be mailed on the day of the wed- 
ding.

CHAPTER TWO. 


F you are a victim of frequent, 
| annoying facial blemishes, or 

persistent blackheads, look to 
your skin cleansing habits! 

For true beauty and lovely skin 
texture you should follow a few 
simple rules. In order to impress 
them upon you more clearly I am 
going to list them below—so you 
may cut them out of this paper and 
paste them where you are bound to 
see them: 

1. Shampoo your face with clean 
hands and a good soap lather and 
rinse your skin thoroughly with 
warm and cold water—also with 
your hands. 

2. Once a week, at least, scrub 
your face with a bland soap and a 
sterilized complexion brush. Rinse 
thoroughly. 

3. If you use a face cloth, wash 
it thoroughly with soap and hot 
water after using it each time. Do 
not use the same face cloth longer 
than three days without boiling it 
in soap and water for 10 minutes. 

If your skin is always blemished 
you must use a sterilized face cloth 
each time you wash your face— 
or learn to use your hands in- 
stead of a face cloth. Brushes for 
the face and the body which will 
stand up under frequent antiseptic 
baths, are most sanitary and effi- 
cacious. 

4. Never use a soiled towel to dry 
your face. Have enough small 
towels on hand to use a freshly 
laundered one for each face drying. 

5. Powder puffs also should be 
sterilized frequently. I suggest that 
unless you can use a fresh powder 
puff each day, learn to apply pow- 
der with a piece of absorbent cot- 
ton and discard it afterward. 

6. If you apply any facial lotion 
with cotton, use a new piece each 
time. 

7. All beauty aids which come in 
contact with your face such as eye- 
brow tweezers, eyelash brushes, lip 
brushes, shower caps, must be kept 
immaculately clean. Boil all metal 
aids and scrub the others well with 
soap and hot water to which is add- 
ed a bit of household ammonia or 
a good antiseptic. By so doing you 
prevent even the slightest local in- 
fection from spreading or becoming 
imbedded in your skin. 

8. Watch your hands! See that 
they are clean when they touch 
your face. And never pick at a 
blemish or small eruption with your 
fingernails—this is of primary im- 
portance. 

If your face is slightly blemished 
and you will follow these few rules 
to the letter, there is a strong pos- 
sibility that your skin will clear 
considerably if not completely. 
eannot urge you too strongly to 
watch your face cleansing and 
make-up habits!

In Making His 
Opening Lead 


Blindly Follows Bridge 
Convention Instead of 
Using Common Sense.

OMETIMES there are two (or 

more) distinct views of a situa- 

tion—the conventional and the 
common sense. In 98 per cent of 
cases the conventional view also is 
the common sense view, which is 
merely to say that conventions are 
built on logic. Occasionally, how- 
ever, the player must put conven- 
tion aside because he has received 
some clew, some indication as to 
the right bid or the right play, that 
is far more important than so-called 
partnership understanding. Let us 
consider the following deal:
